Doctor Chambers, In fils “Tradition of 
Edinburgh,” calls it “The gpenking 
House.”

The house was built *.n that time of 
crisis In Scottish national history, l$7(X 
the year of the assassination of the 
earl of Moray (The Good Regent). So 
rich a mansion seemed to the common 
people out of keeping with the state 
of the times and its erection was said 
to have caused expressions of public 
surprise. 
To answer popular criti­ 
cisms the owner bad a decorative stonv 
panel inscribed in Latin and inserted 
In the face of the building.
